Asserts Germany 
Trying to Rid Seas 
of American 
Commerce 


WASHINGTON -(#)- 
President 


Roosevelt described the sinking of the 
Robin Moor Friday as ruthless and 
the act of an international outlaw 
and declared that the United States 
did not propose to yield the use of 
the high seas to Germany. 


The President made the pronounce- 


ment on the sinking of the American 
ship in a special message to congress 
which permitted 
stronger 
language 


than a formal diplomatic note. 


He stated the Robin Moor was sunk 


by a German submarine. 


The Robin Moor went down in the 


oouth Atlantic on May 21, after the 
passengers and crew were safe. 


"Full reparation for the losses and 


damages suffered by the American 
nationals," he said, "will be expect- 
ed from the German government." 


He said the "general purpose of 


the sinking of the vessel would ap- 
pear to be to drive American com- 
merce from the ocean wherever it 
was considered an advantage to Ger- 
man designs." 


"The specific purpose would appeal- 


to be the in (eruption of our trade 
with all friendly countries," he said 


'We must," he added, "take it that 


notice now has been served upon us 
that.no American., ship or cargo on 
any of the seven seas can consider 
itself immune from acts of piracy. 


"Notice now is served that Germany 


proposes to intimidate 
the 
United 


States so that we will be disuaded 
from carrying out our chosen policy 
of helping Britain to survive. 


"In brief we must take the sink- 


ing of the Robin Moor as a warning 
lo the U. S. not to resist the Nazi 
novement of world conquest. 


"It is a warning that the U. S. may 


use the high seas of the world onh 
with Nazi consent. 


"Were we to yield on this we would 


iubmit to world domination at th 
hand of present leaders 'of the Ger 
nan Reich. 


"We are not yielding and do no 


propose to yield."

Friday in the siege of Damascus and 
French forces declared they repulsed 
all attacks in the direction of the .city 
but British forces said the fall or sur- 
render of the ancient-Syrian capital 
was only a matter of liours.

the desert—described in dispatches as 
"terrible"—and British, Indian and 
Free French troops were reported to 
be attacking from three sides. 


The French acknowledged the Brit- 


ish were in possession of the oasis of 
Guta on which Damascus is situated 
but said the tank-led allied infantry 
was still several miles outside the 
city. 


Vichy reports said Indian troops 


managed to penetrate the French 
defense line at one or two places 
south of Ihe city but added they were 
quickly mopped up.

vances." Henderson then pointed out 
that the auto indirtry is having one 
of its most profitable years, and im-' 
plied that stockholders, too, must 
face down-holding. Also that the steel 
industry, which makes less money than 
aulos, has accepted a price ceiling, 
which means thai il will have lo ab- 
sorb much of increased wage cosls 
without passing them on to the con- 
sumer. Why not autos? 


The whole problem of preventing 


rapid price increases, which, if big 
enough, could merge into an infla- 
tion which would be disastrous to 
everybody, is an extremely difficult 
one. There arc those who say it is 
impossible. Perhaps il is impossible 
uf 100 per cent performance; in fact 
some prices have risen a lillle ul- 
i<-'ady.

The life of France-and of the world 
is at stake. The truth must be old 
no matter whom it touches. 


"As you remember, Marshal Petain 


took over supreme command of the 
army as minister,-of war on May 28. 
All France believed that he was go- 
ing to rally all.the great powers of 
the country to resist the Germans. 
This was his 'duty. But unforunate- 
ly for the world his actions were ex- 
actly to the contrary. 


Petnin's 
Artitue "Beyond 


Belief" 


"At that time I was in he war of- 


fice of the Reynaud Ministry. I shall 
never forget the occasion when Pe- 
tain arrived for his first conference 
with Reynaud. To my astonishment, 
instead of ^advancing plans for halt- 
ing the enemy?-with his first words 
he urged that Reynaud ask for an 


armistice. 


" ' We are finished,' he said. 'We 
mut capitulate.' 


"Remember, this was the 28th of 


May—almost an entire 
month 
be- 


fore the armistice—when the resist- 
ing powers of France were still enor- 
mous. From that moment on, every 
time he saw Reynaud—at every sligh- 
test opportunity—he continued to re- 
peat his plea: 'France is defeated; we 
must give up.' 


"Even if matters had been going 


well instead' of badly, the psycho- 
logical effect would have been disas- 
trous. For a general supposed to be 
defending his country and for an of- 
ficer of the French Army, whose 
tradition was to die before surrender, 
his attitude was beyond 
belief." 


Defeatism of Petain 


General De Gaulle turned to speak 


to his adjutant, who came in with 
a message, then went on quietly, 
"I kno\v that honor in these days 
has become a platiude, but it is not 
merely a word to be found in the 
dictionary. If there is to be no faith 
in sacred promises, I do not see how 


a civilized world can be possible. 


"1 tried to argue with Petain nnd 


one of my colleagues in the War 
Office joined me. France must resist,' 
we pleaded. 'We have promised Eng- 
land thnt we would fight to the 
end. Whatever happens, we must keep 
our word. Moreover, there is no rea- 
son for despair. We have lost some 
battles, but we have not lost tho 
war. It is not the first time that France 
has been invaded and won in the 
end. The situation was desperate at 
the Marne in the last wnr, but Franco 
did not surrender. Even if the Ger- 
mans sweep across all France, we 
can fight delaying actions as long as 
possible and then carry on the fight 
from the colonies. The war has real-* 
ly just begun.' 


"But each time Petain would deny 


us. 'You are young,' he would toll 
us, again and again. 'What you are 
saying is silly, puerile. I am an old 
find experienced military man. And I 
know that England is finished. Tho 
wnr is over.' 


"And so, when he become head of 


the Government and had the power, 


he asked for the armistice." 


Could Play Role Only hi 


Oefent 


1 asked General do Gaulle If ho 


eould ndVnttce nny osplnnntion of Pe- 
laln's'extraordinary conduct. Ho rend 
n telegram which his adjutant brought 
to him and Went on 
thoughtfully; 


"Any explanation is in the personal- 
ity of Petain himself. 1 have known 
him for a long lima. Much of my 
military life has been spent In close 
association with him. 


"You 
must remember that Potnln 


is of the old French military school, 
brought up on the traditions of the 
Frnnco-Prussinn wnr of 1870. lie Us- 
ed the same tactics in the wnr of 1914. 
When the mechanized war of 
19119 


arrived, he slill could not see nny 
difference. He tried to fight it with 
n strategy Ihnt wns 70 years old, The 
result could only mean catastrophe. 
Morover, he wns always a pessimist. 
He always saw only tho dark side 
of nn nffnir." 


I knew there were more reasons. 


I hnd learned from others of Petnin's 
associates of his deep royalist sym- 
pathies thnt caused him to mistrust 
his own people In a democracy nnd 
caused, him to prefer dealing -with 
a dictator; how to many of his in- 
timates he hnd always been a man 
of great personal ambition, Now that 
he was old and could no longer play 
an important role in wnr, he could 
pay it only in defeat, 


"There Was Nothing Else 


To Do" 


The General gave me a cignrotlo and 


coninued slowly. "When the armistice 
was signed, I knew thnt it wus n fnlse 
armistice, arranged by Pelain and his 
associates to suit their own purpos- 
es and their philosophies, nnd thnt 
it was complete, 
n sunning, denial i 


of the spirit nnd wishes of the French' 
people. 


"There was nothing to do but to 


call upon my countrymen to resist. 
Any true Frenchman with the know- 
ledge of the circumstnnces would have 
done the same. 


'"There have been 
theories 
that 


the character of the French soldier 
hnd changed enormously since 1918. 
From personal observation, I can as- 
sure you lo the contrary. Tho French 
soldier of 1940 fought just as brave- 
ly, died just as heroically as his fel- 
lows of 1914 to 1918. It wns some of 
the chiefs whom he trusted who fail- 
ed him and dishonored France." 


The sun began to touch the palm- 


framed horizon. Strangely clad Neg- 
roes, their work finished, sauntered 
past on the road outside on their 
way to the native village. 


General de Gaulle took me to the 


door. Some young French

religion that, like its founder, was 
no respecter of persons. The Gos- 
pel had power to change the outlooks 
and lives of men, regardless of their 
color and their habitat. And there 
was the additional problem of a re- 
ligion that rose among those of one 
race and with its roots and founda- 
tions in one religion becoming world- 
wide i nits scope and application. 


It was not unnatural that these pro- 


blems should 
have arisen in the 


early church because we have the 
same problems today. In one form or 
other they came up in the latcsl of 
worldwide religious conferences—the 
meeting of representatives of almost 
all Protslanl groups held at Oxford, 
England, in 1937, and the world mis- 
sionary council held at Madras, India, 
a year later. 


When conflict between Jews and 


Gentiles arose in far-off Antioch, Ihe 
Christians held a conference in Je- 
rusalem to see what could be done. 
This was, as our lesson calls it, 
"the first Jerusalem conference on 
world missions," and it is interesting 
that a later world conference on 
world missions was held in this very 
city of Jerusalem not many years ago, 


One is impressed with the way in 


which these early Christians, of so 
many sorts and types, went about 
solving their problems. Perhaps the 
most notable thing is lhat they went 
so directly lo firsl principles and 
lo the basic experience of the Gos- 
pel. They faced the plain fact that 
where the Gospel was preached Gen- 
tiles as well as Jews benefited from 
it. 


Many converts had not been brought 


up in the Jewish way. They did not 
understand the significance or the 
need of rites to which the Jews had 
been accustomed, which were deeply 
imbedded in their religious practice, 
and which the Jewish Christians con- 
tinued to practice along with what 
they deemed their newer and larger 
experience. 


Should these practices be enjoin- 


ed on the Gentile Christians? The 
wise leaders among the Jews said 
that they should not, and wisdom in
